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Hotly Contested Election 


For City Council Tuesday

At next Tuesday’s City Coun- 
cil election, six candidates are 
competing for five council seats, 
Four incumbents, Judith F. Davis, 
Edward V.J. Putens, Rodney H. 
Roberts, and Thomas X. White, 
are facing two challengers, 
Konrad E. Herling and Alan J. 
Turnbull. 

Issues dealing with refuse and 
recycling, conservation easements 
and traffic calming have stirred 
up some differences of opinion 
among the candidates. Of special 
interest, however, is the order in 
which the candidates finish — 
traditionally the top vote-getter is 
tapped as mayor — and whether 
one of the four incumbent city 
council members seeking reelec- 
tion can be unseated by the two 
challengers. There are no advi- 
sory questions. Polls will be 


open on Tuesday, November 4, . 


from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

In making their selections, vot- 
ers may look to other factors — 
things like the individual candi- 
dates’ degree and length of in- 
volvement, leadership and experi- 
ence in public affairs in the city, 
their performance at candidates’ 
forums, the views contained in 
their literature, and their person- 


alities. 

All candidates are winding up 
their campaigns this week, trying 
to spark voters’ interest in the 
upcoming election. With the 
city’s current population count 
about 22,000 and the voter regis- 
tration tally as of September 30 
at 9,710, the expectation is that 
the turnout will be somewhat 
higher than the disappointing 
counts from 1993 and 1995. In 
1993, only 24.5% or 2,167 of 
Greenbelt’s 8,842 eligible voters 
trekked to the polls; in 1995, the 


-results were little better — 25.1% 


or 2,167 of the 8,003 registered 
voters. 

Some political pundits yearn 
for the days when signs were 
permitted on lawns as constant 
reminders of an upcoming elec- 
tion. Voluntary sign restrictions 
went into effect in 1991, encour- 
aging candidates to display small 
signs on wooden poles placed at 
designated locations in various 
parts of the city.

The city’s election question- 
naire will be available at the polls 
(see page 19). As in past years, 
residents will be asked how they

City’s Election Day 
Procedures Outlined 


Voting on election day, Tues- 
day, November 4, will be held 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m., at four 
polling places — The Greenbelt 
Municipal Building (Precinct 3 - 
Center); the Police Station, 550 
Crescent Road across from Attick 
Park (Precinct 6 - North End); 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
(Precinct 8 - Springhill Lake) and 
Greenbriar Community Center 
(Precinct 13 - Greenbelt East). 

Greenbelters will elect five 
council members, all at large, for 
a two-year term. In order to be 
elected, a candidate must receive 
40% of the votes cast. If fewer 
than five candidates receive such 
a vote, a run-off election will be 
held one week later on Tuesday, 
November 11. 

In a run-off election, the ballot 
will consist of those unsuccessful 
candidates receiving the greatest 
number of votes, with up to twice 
as many names as there are posi- 
tions to be filled. Candidates 
polling the greatest number of 
votes are declared winners in the 
run-off election, regardless of the 
percentage of votes received. 

The 40% requirement for elec- 
tion was introduced in 1967. Ear- 
lier, only a majority vote was re- 
quired, frequently resulting in

Development & Land Use Issues

Candidates responded to ques- 
tions that previously had been 
raised and a few new ones at the 
Candidates Night sponsored by 
the Citizens for Greenbelt. The 
question which caused the great- 
est division at the October 23 fo- 
rum had to do with the place- 
ment of buildings and a gate 
house at the new Greenbelt Lake 
Village apartment and townhouse 
complex. Two county issues, 
- education and TRIM were also 
raised by a member of the audi- 
ence.

GHI, asked the incumbent. mem- 
bers of council who are candi- 
dates for re-election, Judith 
Davis, Edward Putens, Rodney 
Roberts and Thomas White, why 
they had permitted Greenbelt 
Lake Village to be placed right 
on the curve of the road 
(Hanover Parkway) and can citi- 
zens expect the council to permit 
that kind of site planning in the 
future. Roberts, who volunteered 
to be first to respond, noted that 
he had been the only member of 
the council to vote against the 
site plan. He criticized the de- 
veloper for wanting to 
“crampack” the site and then ask- 
ing the city to give him a little 
piece of land on which to put a 
guard house to make it a gated 
community that would prevent 
neighbors from enjoying any of 
the amenities on the site. 

Challengers Alan Turnbull and 
Konrad Herling also criticized the 
council’s decision. “When some- 
thing wrong comes along, the 
city needs to learn to make a 
royal stink about it .. .,” 
Turnbull said. While agreeing 
with Krofchik that the develop- 
ment did not fit well on the site, 
he felt that the more important 
question was why the council 
had permitted a gated commu- 
nity, something that absolutely 
doesn’t fit with Greenbelt, “with- 
out a fuss and a fight.” 

Herling also “raised his voice 
in protest,” noting that although 
there are a number of communi- 
ties that are now pulling the

same kind of technique, “you 
would think that Greenbelt would 
distinguish itself, given its history, 
in terms of fighting this pattern.” 

White defended the council, 
neting that the city has limited 
powers and that the authority 
rests with the county. He felt 
that when the development is 
completed, it will not look as 
bad. Although there was council 
criticism of the project becoming 
a gated community, he said, the 
council had little leeway in the 
matter. 

Putens said that what the de- 
velopers did was within their 
rights and authority. He felt that 
the city needed to get more au- 
thority and expected that it would 
have its own zoning authority 
within the next three to five 
years. 

Davis, noting she had re- 
viewed the plan both as a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Planning 
Board and the council, said that 
“on paper it looked beautiful,” 
but that the “visual impact is 
shocking.” She hoped that land- 
scaping would make it look bet- 
ter. “We do the best we can on 
the council with the tools that we 
have. If we didn’t have these 
tools at all, can you imagine what 
it would look like?” The council 
did get some townhouses in there, 
some amenities and a brook, she 
told the audience. She, too, was 
not happy with the project bein 
a gated community. 3

Despite a relatively quiet elec- 
tion season, differences are 
emerging among the six candi- 
dates as the November 4 city 
council election nears. Signifi- 
cant issues in the race include 
refuse collection, traffic calming, 
preservation of woodlands and 
open space, and public safety. 

The summary below is based 
upon candidates’ advertisements, 
their comments at election fo- 
rums, and responses to questions 
posed by this newspaper, and for 
more detailed information those 
sources may be consulted. In all 
these formats, because time or 
space is limited, the fact that a 
candidate is not listed as taking a 
specific position should not be 
read as opposition or apathy on 
the issue. 

Refuse Collection 

In early October, changes ap- 
proved last spring by council to 
cut refuse collection by city 
crews from twice a week to once 
a week took effect. Among the 
incumbents running for reelection, 
only Edward Putens opposed this 
change. Thomas White, Rodney 
Roberts and Judith Davis all 
voted for it. Challenger Konrad 
Herling has expressed concern 
about the reduction in service. 
Alan Turnbull, while praising the 
quality of the recycling service 
provided by city crews who took 
over that responsibility in July, 
was noncommittal about the 
change to once-a-week collection. 

Davis, Roberts and White all 
noted that those needing twice- 
weekly collection can obtain a 
second pickup for an additional 
fee. Putens called for reestablish- 
ing twice-weekly pickup as the

basic refuse collection service 
with a smaller price hike than 
currently established for the sec- 
ond pickup. Those wanting just 
once-a-week collection could opt 
for that for a lower fee. Putens 
would also offer an additional 
discount for those in single fam- 
ily homes willing to convert to 
curbside trash collection. (Spe- 
cial trash and recyclables are al- 
ready collected from _ the 
curbside.) 

Turnbull noted that “it makes 
sense to try to make it work,” 
now that council has approved 
the change. Herling argued for 
“other approaches,” saying that 
the city should “err on the side of 
greater sanitation.” 

Traffic Calming 

During the last term, council 
approved several “traffic calming” 
measures, including the retention 
of speed humps on Northway, 
elimination of a traffic lane and 
creation of bicycle lanes in both 
directions on Cherrywood Lane, 
and installation of bollards on 
Hanover Parkway to prevent 
other motorists from using the 
shoulder to get around motorists 
waiting to turn left into Hunting

First of all, it was a great 
weekend. Whichever one of you 
readers was responsible for the 
weather on Labor Day, thank 
you! Next, many of you came to 
celebrate the carnival, the craft 
show, the booths, the entertain- 
ment, the pageant, the opening 
ceremonies, the photo and art 
shows, the kids games, the parade 
and the people. You bought 
enough funnel cakes, hot dogs, 
pizza and fries, rode enough 
rides, or played enough bingo 
cards to enable a _ profit that will 
partially defray the $8,000 we 
lost last year. We're glad you 
enjoyed it, and we hope that 
you'll come next year! 

And let’s talk about that 
money “How much can it cost to 
put up a few booths, hire a car- 
nival, arrange a few exhibits, and 
run a parade?” you wonder. 
Well, it’s $6,000 for non-stop en- 
tertainment, including three of the 
area’s top bands (and this is 
cheap because we negotiate the 
lowest rates in exchange for top 
flight publicity in our News Re- 
view articles). It’s another $3,000 
for the parade (we pay travel 
costs for many of the units, such 
as the Southwest Virginia 
Cloggers). Equipment rental costs 
$2,000, including $1,000 for the 
stage. Add to these expenses sev- 
eral hundred dollars for permits 
and hundreds more for awards 
and event expenses and special 
contests. This year, we had a new 
expense of printing the souvenir 
programs. We lost a little bit this 
inaugural year (but it was a good 
start). 

With the help of our financial 
volunteers, we have been able to 
provide this celebration each year. 
Our income comes mostly from a 
percentage of the monies col- 
lected by the carnival and, to a 
lesser degree, a percentage of the 
profits made by the booths. We 
hold onto a seemingly high re- 
serve because if attendance is 
down, as it was last year, we lose 
money. Two losing years in a 
row and we’re in real trouble! 

One thing that’s always steady 
is our local business sponsors, to 
whom we are most grateful. Our 
Golden Ring members, who con- 
tribute $200 or more, include

9,585 eligible voters cast votes in 
the 1996 presidential election.) 

Rodney Roberts, Thomas 
White, Konrad Herling and Alan 
Turnbull reside in the center core 
of the city. Edward Putens and 
Judith Davis reside in Greenbelt 
East. This time, four incumbents 
are pitted against two challeng- 
ers. 

White and Putens have served 
together since 1983. 

White has been on council the 
longest — 12 consecutive terms 
(three as mayor pro-tem). He 
has held the position longer than 
any other person. Putens has 
served eight consecutive terms. 

Davis, in office for two terms, 
is Currently mayor pro tem. 

Roberts is completing his 
third term on council. 

Mayor Antoinette M. Bram, 
on council for seven terms (two 
as mayor), is not running. She 
was the fifth woman to be 
elected to the city council, but 
the first to serve seven consecu- 
tive terms. Turnbull is running 
for the first time; Herling has 
previously been a candidate. 

In 1995, the turnout at Pre- 
cinct 3 (Center) was 30%; Pre- 
cinct 6 (North End), 38%; Pre- 
cinct 8 (Springhill Lake) 5%; and 
Precinct 13 (Greenbelt East) 
17%.

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Candidates Say Save the Woods 
But Undecided on How to Do It 


This is the fifth and final ar- 
ticle to provide Greenbelters with 
the views of candidates for city 
council. We posed five questions 
to the candidates and asked them 
to respond to each in 150 words 
or less. The responses are as 
submitted by the candidates. The 
order of the responses was se- 
lected by lot. The question for 
this week is: 

Is further action needed to 
protect the woodlands of Parcels 
I and 2 now owned by the city? 
If so, what? 

Judith F. Davis 

I have not determined whether 
further action to protect the 
woodlands of Parcels 1 and 2 is 
needed or not. 

We all desire to preserve that 
land from development as it Is 
the greatest part of the original 
“sreen belt,” our legacy from the 
planners who designed this 
unique community. I believe we 
have an obligation to perpetuate 
it, undeveloped, for future genera- 
tions. 

While the idea of a conserva- 
tion easement is attractive, I am 
concerned that it would not pro- 
vide a perpetual guarantee. If the 
City is to retain ownership and 
responsibility, should we not also 
retain the right to decide its use 
or nonuse? 

- Council has begun an investi- 
gative process or exploration 
phase. I intend to remain open 
minded while continuing to 
gather facts. This will include so- 
liciting opinions from citizens, 
environmentalists, and other ex- 
perts until I am convinced that a 
clear choice exists. 


Konrad E. Herling 
I believe the next council 


should consider all viable options 
which retrict any development of 
Parcels 1 and 2 and leaves 
Greenbelters in control. I have 
trust in my fellow Greenbelters to 
preserve our values, our history, 
and our land. It is through the 
concerns of my friends and 
neighbors that the need to pre- 
serve this land was brought to 
Council’s attention and I was 
proud to have served on the 
Committee for the Bond Issue in 
1985 which allowed the City to 
purchase the land. However, 
while it is imperative that we 
preserve our “belt of green” it is 
as important that we make plans 
to acquire forests and open 
spaces part of our overall land 
policy. That is why I have pro- 
posed that the City create a non- 
profit tax exempt Greenbelt Pres- 
ervation Trust Fund, 


Thomas X. White 

Yes, further action is needed 
to protect woodlands owned by 
the city. 

Community discussion on this 
topic is necessary because 
Greenbelt’s historical record con- 
tains examples where significant 
parts of the “green belt” were 
lost or jeopardized due to politi- 
cal or economic pressures, or the 
exigencies of the moment. An 
analysis of Greenbelt’s history, 
beginning with the 1954 sale by 
the Federal government of the 
original town and its surrounding 
woodlands, provides ample justi- 
fication for a lack of full confi- 
dence, in either ourselves or the 
city government, to assure protec- 
tion of the remaining, precious 
green belt. 

To reach community consensus 
on this vital issue, I support 


Council evaluation and public 
discussion of several approaches 
designed to protect specific 
woodlands from further develop- 
ment, including: Conservation 
Easements; City Charter Amend- 
ments; Historic Preservation Des- 
ignations; and other mechanisms 
to protect city-owned woodlands. 

With your support, I will con- 
tinue my strong commitment to 
Greenbelt’s future! 


Edward V. J. Putens 

I am committed to preserving 
Parcels 1 and 2 as green space. I 
do not have a fixed opinion on 
the best mechanism for doing 
that, recognizing there are many 
legal and practical issues in- 
volved. I would consider the 
method recommended by the 
News Review, namely a charter 
amendment, which would make 
development impossible without 
some kind of a democratic pro- 
cess. 

The City should have a clear 
policy of buying land for green 
space when available and finan- 
cially feasible. Once it’s devel- 
oped, we can’t get it back. This 
should include land in Greenbelt 
East and Springhill Lake, often 
overlooked in the considerable 
discussion over Parcels | and 2. 
We must be ever diligent about 
preservation of the green belt 
around the City. Recent federal 
actions on the BARC property 
show we have more to fear there 
than on Parcels | and 2. 

Rodney Roberts 

After more than 30 years of 
fighting to save and reacquire 
pieces of our Green Belt, these 
words by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt say it all: “I have fol- 
lowed your town’s progress. I[ 


have seen blueprints of this 
project and have been greatly in- 
terested. But the actual site itself 
exceeds anything I dreamed of. 
This is a real achievement and I 
wish everyone in the country 
could see it. For they would see 
that this is how life should be. 
This is only the beginning, my 
friends. So I ask of you to hold 
fast to these ideas. Respect your 
surroundings. This is a garden 
town. Never let the garden 
wither, nor be covered by con- 
crete”. 

Unfortunately, much of our 
“garden” has been covered by 
concrete. We owe it to Roosevelt, 
ourselves, and future generations 
to protect our remaining 184 acre 
Green Belt Forest in perpetuity. 


Alan Turnbull 

As a professional openspace 
preservation advocate, I know 
that natural areas are essential in- 
frastructure for livable communi- 
ties. Parcels 1 and 2 plus all ad- 
jacent federal properties are the 
“green lungs” of the B/W region. 

Easements won't protect 
against State or Federal eminent 
domain condemnation. Since 
those levels of government — 
not Greenbelt — pose the great- 


est threats to nearby open 
space, I believe we’d gain a 
false sense of security by grant- 
ing an easement. Let’s focus 
on building Greenbelt’s stew- 
ardship ethic by designating the 
woodlands a City nature pre- 
serve dedicated to future 
Greenbelters; considering a 
Charter amendment (editorially 
suggested in this paper) prohib- 
iting future development unless 
through an overwhelming refer- 
endum margin; and helping es- 
tablish a locally controlled land 
trust to encourage landowners 
area-wide to grant conservation 
easements on private land. Fi- 
nally,.we who treasure our 
woodlands must collectively in- 
sist that our Congressional del- 
egation stop turning BARC into 
an office park.

Some of the trees around the 
city are now putting on a beau- 
tiful display of color. The 
maple and sweet gum trees are 
turning yellow, orange or. red 
and the hickory and popular 
trees are turning yellow. There 
are many tindividual trees 
around the city that are just as 
beautiful as a tree in autumn 
can get. The two yellow sugar 
maple trees on Southway are 
fine examples. . 

The first frost hit Greenbelt 
on October 22. Many plants 
near houses.and buildings came 
through the frost unscathed but 
plants out in the open that are 
easily killed by a frost were 
killed. One example of the frost 
damage was that beautiful bed 
of scarlet coleus near the en- 
trance to the lake park was 
brown and dead on Thursday 
morning. Expect decreased 
production from the plants as 
the nights continue to get 
colder. Plants that escaped the 
frost may be killed any time by 
another frost. If you want to 
try to save a plant from a light 
frost place a bedsheet or big 
container, such as a trash can, 
over the plant during the night. 

The recent rains have meant 
a diminishing drought problem 
in the garden. Many gardeners 
will think these rains have 
come too late to be of use or to 
save them work. On the con- 
trary, these rains are just in 
time to give the shrubs and 
trees a good watering before 
they enter their slow winter 
season. Without these rains,

gardeners would have had to do 
considerable watering to get 
their shrubs safely through the 
winter. Thank goodness we are 
spared this work. 

The rain last weekend means 
we are continuing to make up 
for the lack of rain fall that has 
plagued us since June. There 
has now been enough rain that 
some of the gardening tasks of 
autumn can be done, but it is 
late in the season to be doing 
some of them. 

Autumn is the time to plant 
spring flowering bulbs such as 
daffodils and tulips. It is also 
one of the two best times of 
year to plant and transplant pe- 
rennial flowers such as daylilies 
and hostas. The problem is 
both tasks are best done earlier 
in the autumn to Insure success. 
In November cold temperatures 
can be hard on newly planted 
plants. Also, the bulbs and 
plants need time to get estab- 
lished before it gets really cold. 

It really is a judgment call 
each gardener must make - 
whether to plant at this point. 
Personally, I’m sticking with 
my earlier resolve to only do 
the planting I feel is necessary 
to be done this autumn. If you 
do plant be sure the transplants 
are watered well each week. 
And place a layer of mulch 
around the base of the plant. 
This will decrease the likeh- 


hood of frost heave in the win- | 


ter which would rip up the 
newly established roots. 
Planting Bulbs 

If you have spring flowering 

bulbs on hand you have to 


plant them this autumn or they 
will die. If you are considering 
buying bulbs, for most types it 
is not recommended .that they 
be planted this late in the sea- 
son, but many a gardener suc- 
cessfully has. Daffodils more 
than most bulbs can be planted 
this late. 

Bulbs can be planted in a 


formal flower bed or planted’ 


randomly to create a more natu- 
ral look in the lawn or. under 


shrubs. 

The general rule of thumb is 
to plant bulbs three times 
deeper than they are in size. 
Bulbs are similar to onions so 
the pointy end is the growing 
end and the end with the dry 
string looking roots should be 
planted down. Dig a little fur- 
ther down than you want to 
plant and add food for the 
bulbs such as bone meal or 
compost. 


There are many fine bulBs in a 
wide range of colors. Quality 
garden stores will have pictures 
of the flowers so you have an 
idea of what you are buying 
Daffodils are mainly yellow or 
white, but the wide variety of 
shapes and the difference of 
when they bloom gives the gar- 
dener quite a choice. Early 
blooming daffodils bloom in 
March and late season daffodils 
finish blooming in mid-April.

Zoning Authority 

As a follow-up question, 
Bonnie Beck -O’Brien of 
Greenbelt East was interested in 
the city’s lack of zoning author- 
ity and how it might improve 
its relationship with the existing 
authority. All candidates sup- 
ported city efforts to obtain 
zoning authority, but conceded 
it would be a long, hard 
struggle requiring the support 
of the Greenbelt citizenry. 
Most took exception to Putens’ 
belief that zoning authority 
could be achieved in three to 
five years. 

White and Davis noted the 
city’s successful efforts in ob- 
taining code enforcement, storm 
water management enforcement 
and some limited zoning au- 
thority in the last legislative 
session. Herling, stating that he 
had advocated the city estab- 
lishing a planning department 
eight years ago, now wants the 
city council to look seriously at 
establishing a preservation trust 
to purchase available land for 
the city’s green belt, 

Tax Limit on Education 


Jim Johnson of Greenbelt | 


East said that in his neighbor- 
hood “we have seen portables 
[classrooms] grow and grow 
and grow.” He noted that state 
politicians have told the county 
that it would have to raise more 
taxes above the limit imposed 
by TRIM if it were to get more 
state funds for education. He 
asked the council what posi- 
tions they would take on these 
problems, controlling the 
growth at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School and uncapping 
TRIM to raise more taxes. 


Herling said the county has. 


to do more for education and 
that the developers have to par- 
ticipate. If the limit on TRIM 
is raised, the additional monies 
have. to go for education and 
public safety. 

Turnbull said that the council 
needed to ask the county to 
fund new construction in places 
_ that the county now lacks 
schools. Noting that he was on 
a county task force on growth 
management, he advocated that 
the council should follow the 
activities of that body. The de- 
nial of TRIM reflected a lack 
of confidence of the people in 
their elected officials. But the 
situation has changed so that 
the repeal of the limits might 
now have a better chance, he 
thought. 

Davis noted that the council 
does work closely with the high 
school through the city’s Advi- 
sory Committee on Education 
and by meeting with the city’s 
representative on the school 
board and the school’s princi- 
pal. The problem is that the 
school is so good that it attracts 
people to want to go to it. As 
to supporting the raising of 
county taxes, she noted that the 
city council has trouble enough 
keeping its own budget under 
control. She felt there was a 
need for dedicated revenue for 
education, noting that the TRIM 
limitation was causing good 
teachers to leave “in droves.”.. 

Putens said that the percep- 
tion of people about Greenbelt 
schools is that “they stood out.” 
The city council, he said, uses 
a “back door approach” since it 
has no direct impact-on educa- 
tion, working with the principal 
and providing a school resource 


officer, and.now..a Second. one, . 


He felt that TRIM was not the 
problem with education, that 
there were other problems that 
needed to be addressed. 

White advocated the passage 
of an adequate public facilities 


requirement for development. 


The county’s requirements are 
not the equal of other jurisdic- 
tions. He noted that Congress- 
man Albert R. Wynn has advo- 
cated that the county has to do 
a better job of managing its 
growth. He felt the educational 
problems were complex. More 
money is needed to change 
from court ordered busing to 
neighborhood schools. White 
believes that if TRIM could be 
released to support better edu- 
cation, people would support 
the change. 

Roberts criticized the county 
council for permitting high den- 
sity residential communities to 
continue to be built when,-he 
believes, “they don’t pay their 
weight.” He asked where were 


the schools, now needed, that. 


the county had earlier closed 
down. He didn’t understand 
how the state could force a 
raise in the tax cap when it had 
been imposed by action of the 
citizens. Money, he said, can’t 
solve all the problems, such as 
parents not willing to help their 
children. D.C. spends more 
money per pupil, he pointed 
out, but has the worst school 
system. Other problems need 
to be cleared up first, before 
spending more money on edu- 
cation, he said.

Passion for Land 

Paul Downs, president of the 
Committee to Save the Green 
Belt, in a lengthy statement 
noted that there had been a pas- 
sion in the community to save 
woodlands since the 1960’s, 
and asked “What does this 
mean, all this passion to protect 
the land?” 

Herling reiterated his stand 
for a preservation trust, noting 
that there was a need to pre- 
serve the 
Greenbelt East and Springhill 
Lake as well as Parcels 1 and 
2. Turnbull felt it was impor- 
tant to get the people to feel 
that they owned the land and 
had the responsibility of stew- 
ardship and preservation. Davis 
said, “It was one thing to be 
passionate about something, but 
you also had to do something 
with it.” She feels that the city 
council and the citizens have 
done that to protect the trees. 


‘The council is looking for some 


way to protect those trees for- 
ever, she said, “to protect it 
from developers, to protect it 
from the state and to protect it 
from ourselves.” Putens said 
that the passion meant to him 
that decisions need to be made 
to do more. There are other 
strategic.parcels that he wants 
to see acquired and that “it will 
cost us plenty.” White said that 
there was no question in his 
mind that there was a spiritual 


dimension to Greenbelt arifl that ~ 


he felt it every time he -entered: 
the city on Crescent or 
Southway. But there is a prac- 


tical dimension, as well, .he. 


woodlands in. 


thought — the more open space 
there is, the less impact upon 
the city. The city benefits from 
Greenbelt Park, the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC) and the Goddard Space 
Flight Center open spaces. 
Roberts is for preserving in per- 
petuity the woodlands that the 
city now has. Unless it does 
so, he feels that the city will 
have no standing in getting the 
federal government to preserve 
BARC. 

BARC Office Complex 

When asked what to do 
about the new office complex 
being built for the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture at 
BARC, all the candidates 
agreed that opposition was no 
longer in order as construction 
was too far along. Davis advo- 
cated city vigilance to assure 
that no further buildings are put 
at BARC. She would fight all 
proposed road improvements 
that would impact upon wet- 
lands. Roberts felt that the fed- 
eral government and the state 
“owed us out of this whole deal 
and I want to be sure we get 
something out of it.” He 
would like to see a pedestrian 
overpass built across Kenil- 
worth Avenue at Crescent Road. 

Herling advocated the need 
to create a non-profit, tax-ex- 
empt Green Belt Preservation 
Trust Fund to acquire the 
woodlands adjoining the office 
complex. The city should also 
create, along with BARC and 
the business community, a 
minibus service to bring BARC 
employees to the city’s theaters, 
restaurants and fitness centers, 
he said. Turnbull wants the 
city to work with its federal 
representatives to seek a mora- 
torium on building construction 
in that area. There is a need 
for integrated management. 


More than 20,000 acres needs 


to be involved, he said. He 
criticized building away from 
METRO and diminishing the 
value of downtown Washington 
by bringing employees to the 
suburbs. He also opposes the 
intercounty connector and wid- 
ening Kenilworth Avenue, 
which, he believes, will bring 
about a Tyson Corners size 
Kontera. 

Putens said that he had put a 
lot of faith in our congressional 
representatives and that the city 
council was “stone-walled.” He 
wants municipalities to not be 
required to pay the exorbitant 
fees established to obtain infor- 
mation under the “Freedom of 
Information” law. The problem 
with the office complex, he 
said, was not with the build- 
ings, but the site selection. 
Saying that there was not much 
that we can do but minimize 
the impact upon the city, White 
told the audience, “Don’t trust 
politicians.” The city’s argu- 
ments were ignored and “our 
Congressional friends were not 
very friendly.” The differences 
with the City of College Park 
also hurt the city’s efforts. 

Speed Humps 

The candidates were asked to 
respond to several other ques- 
tions to which they had previ- 
ously responded for the 
Greenbelt News Review, and 
their responses were similar to 
what has been published.

Ridge. The Department of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment is working on a citywide 
traffic calming study that is ex- 
pected to recommend additional 
measures. All six candidates 
support the concept of traffic 
calming, although support for 
further use of speed humps is 
diminishing. Davis, Herling, 
Turnbull and Roberts have ex- 
pressed’ a preference for options 
other than speed humps. White 
took pride in supporting the 
trial use of humps, while 
Putens noted that public opin- 
ion is split on that issue and 
that other options are needed. 
Davis expressed concern that 
overuse of signals or stop signs 
can be dangerous by encourag- 
ing motorists to ignore such 
measures. 

Roberts, Herling and 
Turnbull favored increased en- 
forcement, while Davis argued 
that it is impractical and 
unaffordable to post “an officer 
at every intersection.” 

All six candidates supported 
the city’s creation of bicycle 
lanes on Crescent Road and 
Cherrywood Lane. 

Woodland Preservation 

All six candidates expressed 
a commitment to preserve the 
city’s remaining woodlands. 
Roberts, in particular, has 
pushed council to evaluate use 
of an environmental easement 
(where the city would relin- 
quish the right to develop the 
property to ensure its preserva- 
tion). Turnbull has questioned 
whether “the time is right” for 


an easement, while White, 
Herling, and Davis supported 
evaluation of all options for 
protecting the land. Herling 
proposes creating a Green Belt 
Preservation Trust Fund to pur- 
chase additional land when it 
becomes available. (For more 
information on specific candi- 
dates’ positions on this issue, 
see their responses to this 
week’s question, elsewhere: in 
this newspaper.) 
Public Safety 

All six candidates supported 
continuing the city’s commu- 
nity-oriented policing efforts, 
such as bike patrols, the citi- 
zens police academy and con- 
flict sesolution. Roberts noted 
that during the last budget re- 
view he was the only council 
member to support four addi- 
tional patrol officers. Putens 
noted that his proposals for bul- 
letproof glass in police cruisers 
and use of video cameras in 
higher crime areas are currently - 
being pilot-tested. White called 
for better policing in the city 
parks and other facilities, while 
Herling, Roberts and Turnbull 
supported additional police sub- 


stations. 


Davis stressed upgrading po- 
lice and fire equipment and de- 
velopment of a comprehensive 
emergency preparedness plan. 
White called for environmental 
design to improve safety, and 
Herling favored additional rec- 
reation programs to divert 
youth from crime. Turnbull 
called for demanding civil be- 
havior on the roads and in 
other public places and for 
treating all traffic offenses as 
threats to public safety,

Roberts took a lengthy pause 
before responding to the ques- 
tion and then stated that he had 
difficulty in responding to it, 
because it was such a contro- 
versial issue. It was personally 
upsetting to him because he felt 
it caused division in the com- 
Therefore, he was 
looking to alternatives to speed 
bumps and humps because he 


wished to avoid further dissen- 
sion. Davis said that she did 


' not favor speed humps, but did 


support other traffic calming 
devices. Herling felt the city 
should take a look at what has 
been done in Columbia and 
Fort Washington and consider 
the needs of emergency ve- 
hicles. Turnbull felt that while 
traffic calming devices were 
needed in many locations, he 
would be unlikely to. support 
additional speed humps.

As the regular Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) Board of Di- 
rectors meeting came to order at 
7:30 p.m. on October 23, Direc- 
tors Dorothy Lauber, Chuck 
Hess, Susan Ready, Steven 
Harper and Vice President Julia 
Eichhorst (chairing) were 
present. Directors John Taylor 
and Betty Deitch arrived at 7:50, 
p.m. 

Most of the meeting was 
taken up by an overview of the 
proposed 1998 budget, with Fi- 
nance Director Paul Sinner of- 
fering explanations of certain 
items that have changed from 
the 1997 budget. Overall, 
member charges are proposed to 
be increased by an average of 
1.7%. Director Alan Turnbull 
and President Keith Jahoda, as 
well as General Manager 
Gretchen Overdurff, were ab- 
sent. 

First, Sinner explained that 
due to a successful appeal, the 
amount of taxes assessed to 
GHI by the State of Maryland 
and Prince George’s County 
will be $165,000 less for 1998. 

Sinner also pointed out that 
while the budgeted amount for 
trash collection has gone up less 
than $10,000 over 1997, it rep- 
resents only once-per-week trash 
pick-up. As elsewhere in the 
City of Greenbelt, GHI mem- 
bers can purchase a second 
weekly trash pick-up for $112. 

GDC 


Under service expense, the 
amount spent for maintenance 
of the Greenbelt Development 
Corporation (GDC), the rental 
apartments owned by GHI, was 
over budget by $23,200 due to 
higher occupancy turnover, and 
the new requirement to test for 
lead between each change in 
tenant. 

Member and former Director 
Nat Shinderman reminisced that 
the GDC apartments cost the 
cooperative $150 in 1953 and 
are now worth one million dol- 
lars, earning $50,000 per year. 
Eichhorst remarked,” If only all 
our investments could be that 
good!” 

Sinner cited the main reason 
for office supplies/postage being 
over budget by $3,000 in 1997 
as all the correspondence neces- 
sary for the numerous contacts 
GHI has with other companies 
at present. Hess suggested using 
an alternative mailing service, 
and mentioned that his own of- 
fice uses one that delivers mail 
for 29 cents per letter. 

A new telephone system is 
being installed in GHI offices, 
which is expected to lower 
costs by $6,000. According to 
Sinner, under the old system, 
Centrex, intra-office calls were 
unduly expensive because they 
actually were transferred out of 
the building and then back in, 
and were billed as outside calls. 

Staff Awards 

When the board came to the 
budget item which provides for 
$1,000 in staff incentive awards, 
the directors agreed by consen- 
sus to double that amount for 
1998. Examples of past awards 
have been for service to mem- 
bers and cost saving sugges- 
tions. Awards are in addition to 
the 4% salary increase already 
approved by the board, to be al- 
located by the General Manager. 
GHI currently has 48 employ- 
ees. 


A new item in the budget for-. 


1998 is a stipend of $1,500 for 


the editor of the newsletter. 

GHI’s accounts for personal 
property taxes and depreciation 
and capital expenditures are 
higher because of new com- 
puter hardware and software 
purchases. 

Director of Physical Plant 
Operation Eldon Ralph pointed 
out that the amount budgeted 
for trim painting is lower for 
1998. This is because: rather 
than hiring students to do the 
job, professionals will be con- 
tracted, who actually achieve a 
more satisfactory completion of 
the work in less time and at a 
lower cost. 

Ralph also explained that a 
lower amount has been bud- 
geted for the community beau- 
tification program due to the 
re-assignment of clerical work. 

Drainage 

The amount spent to correct 
drainage and swale problems 
will increase. GHI Director of 
Technical Services Jay Freed- 
man responded to a comment 
from Audit Committee member 
Kathy Weber, saying that drain- 


‘age and swales were all fixed 


in the 1980’s, but erosion and 
changes to the landscape made 
by members necessitate con- 
stant revisions. 
_ The cost of court signs will 
go up because materials that 
had been a gift to GHI have 
now been used. According to 
Ralph, some of the expense for 
crawl space locks is unfortu- 
nately to replace locks that 
were cut by members gaining 
access to the crawl space with- 
Out permission. __ 
Roof Replacement 

Because of a mild winter, 
less was spent on roof replace- 
ment than had been budgeted 
for last year, so less is bud- 
geted for 1998. Ralph antici- 
pates, “nature will be just as 


kind to us this coming winter.” 
There was an extensive dis- 
cussion among the directors

and management about how ac- 
tive GHI can be in assuring that 
smoke detector batteries are re- 
placed regularly. Much of the 
amount budgeted for batteries in 
1997 was never used. Hess 
asked if member’s smoke detec- 
tor batteries could be replaced 
by GHI maintenance staff, but 
Freedman replied that current 
staff resources could not cover 
it, and Director Ready objected 
that having GHI staff enter 
member homes to replace bat- 
terres would be too much like 
“Big Brother.” 

Board members asked Ralph 
if the $80,000 budgeted for 
tree-trimming was sufficient to 
catch up with the already accu- 
mulated problem. He answered 
that if the amount’ were 
doubled, “it would be money 
well spent.” By consensus, the 
board agreed to increase the 
tree-trimming budget to 
$100,000. 

Board Actions 

The board gave approval for 
staff to draft specifications in 
hiring a mechanical engineer for 
the study of alternative heating 
options in GHI homes. 

Ralph described the unreli- 
able condition of GHI’s 1988 
dump truck, and the need for a 
truck capable of hauling the leaf 
vacuum unit. The board ap- 
proved purchase of a new truck 
from Koon’s Ford for $26,041, 

The board approved amounts 
of $17,800 for gutter cleaning, 
which will be carried out later 
in the season this year to insure 
that all the leaves have fallen 
first. $16,250 was approved for 
sewer repairs.

Vehicle Thefts 
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Police as Agents Improves Life

In an interview, Lieutenant 
John A. Lann, of the Greenbelt 
Police Department, said that 
the “Police as Agents” agfee- 
ments recently signed by most 
apartment complexes and con- 
dominium associations are one 
component of the Greenbelt 
Police Department’s community 
oriented policing program and 
should significantly improve 
the quality of life in Greenbelt 
by discouraging trespass and 


. loitering, and making it easier 


for officers to arrest offenders. 

In the past, the owner or his 
or her agent was required to 
enforce anti-trespass and anti- 
loitering laws. The new agree- 
ments allow the police to re- 
spond directly to tenants’ com- 
plaints. 

In the first test of the agree- 
ment in a limited area in 
Springhill Lake, crime dropped 
significantly because potential 
offenders knew they could be 
arrested, according to Lann. 

To date, the city has signed 
“Police as Agents” agreements 
with nine different organiza- 
tions, including the Greenbelt 
Consumers Cooperative; the 
Greenbelt Professional Center; 
the Greenbelt Service Center/ 
Mobil and the Greenbelt Auto 
and Truck Repair; Greenbriar, 
Phases I, II, and III, and the 
Greenbriar Community Asso- 
ciation; Greenbrook Village; 
Greenwood Village; Hunting 
Ridge; Windsor Green; and 
Lakeside North. There is also 
the one square block in 
Springhill Lake that has an 
agreement. 

Lann said that there are only 
a few apartment complexes or 
condominium associations in 
Greenbelt yet to sign such 
agreements, but that the 
Greenbelt Police would wel- 
come signing such an agree- 
ment with any business.

Biographies of Candidates 


The biographies of the can- 
didates are reprinted for the 
benefit of voters.

Konrad Herling 


Konrad Herling, 44-year-old 
lifelong Greenbelter, filed to run 
for city council. Herling, a com- 
munications analyst at the Federal 
Communications Commission 
since 1984, has been active in 
community affairs for over 18 
years. In 1979, he founded the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, serving as 
president in that organization’s 
first six years and in various roles 
since. From 1983 - 1985 he 
served as a member of the Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Board 
and as board chair from 1985 - 
1988. In 1985, Herling was an 
organizer of the Roosevelt Center 
Charrette, whose mission was to 
propose and evaluate designs for 
the Roosevelt Center and to de- 
velop a program to revitalize the 
center. Later that year, he was in- 
volved with the Citizens for the 
Bond Issue to raise monies for the 
aquatic and fitness center, police 
station, and preservation of Parcel 
1. During the past decade, he has 
served the Citizens for Greenbelt 
organization as secretary, transpor- 
tation chair, and vice president. 

He also has been an active 
member of Greenbelt Access Tele- 





vision, Inc. He also helped with 
the initial publicity for the New 
Deal Cafe and served as publicity 
director of last year’s Greenbelt 
Labor Day Festival. Herling has 
also participated in the Metro 
Study group working on concepts 
and design for the Greenbelt Metro 
vicinity. In May, he became a 


founding member of the Greenbelt 
Foundation for the Arts. 

Herling received his B.A. de- 
gree in history and secondary edu- 
cation with a minor in Latin 
American studies from Towson 
State University in 1976. 





Rodney Roberts 

Rodney Roberts, 39 years old, 
is a lifetime Greenbelt resident. 
Growing up at 2-G Research 
Road and 3 Orange Court, he 
was active in sports with the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club. 
Roberts has been married to his 
wife, Yoni, for six years. A 
skilled mechanic, welder and car- 
penter, he is the fleet manager 
for J.H. Burton & Sons, Inc., a 
large landscape contractor and 
garden center, located in Olney, 
MD. 

Roberts has been active in 
Greenbelt politics for the past ten 
years; four years as a community 
activist and the past six years as 
a member of the Greenbelt City 
Council. He has been the coun- 
cil liaison to the Youth Advisory 





Committee since its inception in 
1992 and is a member of the 
Council of Governments Trans- 
portation Planning Board. 





Alan Turnbull 


Alan Turnbull is a native 
Prince Georgian who first came to 
Greenbelt as a student at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. He and 
his wife, Wendy, have made a 
home here for seven years — first 
in University Square apartments 
and now in the home they pur- 
chased on Ridge Road. 

Turnbull works as a planner for 
the National Park Service in 
Washington. In the agency’s Con- 
servation Assistance program, he 
helps administer a 75-person na- 
tionwide effort that assists commu- 
nities in identifying their natural 
and cultural assets and devising 
ways to protect them. 

Currently Turnbull is working 
on a Park Service initiative that ts, 
essentially, creating a new genera- 
tion of national parks based on 
voluntary agreements between lo- 
cal governments, property owners, 
and nonprofit groups and has been 
appointed by the Governor to a 
commission creating a similar pro- 
gram for Maryland. At home, 
Turnbull is active in Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI), a 1600-unit 
housing cooperative with a $7 mil- 
lion annual budget. He was 
elected to the GHI Audit Commit- 





tee and Board, and later served as 
vice-president and president. Cur- 
rently he serves on the city’s Ad- 
visory Planning Board, was a 
member and chair of the 
Greenbelt Recycling Advisory 
Committee, and was instrumental 
in founding the Greenbelt Bicycle 
Coalition. In addition, Turnbull 
and his wife were among the ini- 
tial founders of the New Deal 
Cafe. 

He has volunteered time and 
effort on regional issues including 
opposition to the USDA 
Sunnyside project, the defeat of 
the Intercounty Connector, and the 
effort to prevent taxpayer subsidy 
of Jack Kent Cooke Stadium. 
Turnbull represents the Chesa- 
peake Bay Foundation as an ap- 
pointed member of the county 
task force examining ways to 
manage growth and economic de- 
velopment in Prince George’s 
County. 

Graduating magna cum laude 
from the University of Maryland, 
College Park, in 1987, Turnbull 
earned a Bachelor of Science de- 
gree in geography, with supporting 
coursework in sociology and gov- 
ernment. He was the recipient of 
the Geography Department's 
Anderson Award. His hobbies in- 
clude bicycling, backpacking, 
home improvement, gardening, 
and playing the mandolin and 
bass. 





Judith F. Davis 


Judith F. Davis, known to one 
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and all as just “J,” has served on 
the Greenbelt City Council for two 
terms. Currently she serves as 
mayor pro tem.

A Review 
Jane Doe Electrifies 


Crowd at New Deal

Social consciousness and 
awareness of a planet in trouble 
underlie the music of Jane Doe, 
a four-woman group that electri- 
fied the New Deal Cafe on Sat- 
urday, October 25. “But we 
don’t hit you over the head with 
it,” said singer-guitarist Lisa 
Walker. “We'll use allegory 
sometimes.” Not to mention 
high energy, a pounding beat, 
fine musicianship and catchy 
tunes: everything a group needs 
to give an outstanding perfor- 
mance, which is what they of- 
fered to an enthusiastic crowd 
on Saturday night. 

Walker, who lives in College 
Park and has a background in 
acoustic and folk music, has 
been writing and performing 
with singer-bassist Valerie 
Mullin in the Washington area 
for the last six years. Mullin, 
who has a hard-core rock-and- 
roll background, mused, “How 
do we fit into the music scene 
now that we are grown-up rock- 
and-rollers? We're not ready 
for the ‘strolling strings,’ but 
we’re not going to be your typi- 
cal middle-aged ladies either.” 

This much is clear from the 
titles of songs like “Wire Hang- 
-ers” and “The Big Knife,” the 
latter a protest against the too- 
frequent surgical treatment of 
breast cancer. The chorus ex- 
presses the group’s individualis- 
tic stance with the words: 
“We're not like you, we won't 
be a part of it.” 

Of course these women sing 
about relationships too, not only 
love affairs but friendships. 
“About You” is a tribute to the 
late Sam Abbot, former mayor 
of Takoma Park, whose home 
was a magnet for musicians and 
who was, said Valerie, “a major 
good guy.” 

In recent years the group has 
had to deal with “stressful” per- 
sonnel changes, as various 
members left. Six months ago 
they were joined by drummer 
Garuth Chalfont, who recently 
moved to Greenbelt.
